King Hussein visits Yugoslavia 

PULA, Yugoslavia, April 26 (R). — His Majesty King Hussein arrived here today for a three- 
day state visit to Yugoslavia which will include talks with President Tito 

The King, accompanied by Prime Mims ter Mudar Badran on his first visit to commun- 
ist but non-aligned Yugoslavia, was welcomed by President Tito at his northern Adriatic 
Island retreat of Brioni, near Pula. 

King Hussein holds a first round of talks with the 85-year-old Yugoslav leader today 
at Brioni. 

King Hussein was President Tito’s guest at an official dinner tonight- 

He will continue his talks with President Tito at Brioni tomorrow. 

The King will tour the north-western Yugoslav republic of Slovenia on Friday be- 
fore returning home on Saturday, officials said. 

- King Hussein said that the Middle East and the world wi 11 not settle down until lost 
rights are given back to their rightful owners by ending occupation, and until the un- 
questionable rights of the Palestinians are respected, including their right to self-determ- 
ination and to live on their own land. In an exchange of toasts tonight. King Hussein added 
that Israel is leading the world into war, and political and economic instability. 

In reply to the King’s toasti President Iito called for the recognition of the national 
rights of the Palestinian people; including their right to self -determination. He added that 
his country will back all initiatives aimed at reaching a just and lasting peace In the Middle 
East 

The King is also accompanied by Chief of the Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sha- 
raf Court Minister Amer Khammash and a nu-nber of aides. 

Before the King’s departure, Crown Prince Hassan was sworn fa as Viceroy. A royal 
decree was also issued appointing Minister of Education Abdul Sal am Majali as Acting Prime 
Minister and Minister of Information Adnan Abu Odeh as Acting Foreign Minister. 

The balance of trade between the two countries is in Yugoslavia's favour. According 
to trade figures for 1976, Jordan imported goods from Yugoslavs worth more JD 1.6 
million and exported phosphates worth only JD 190.000. 

The King’s delegation Is expected to seek to improve the trade balance and further 
boost trade relations, sources added.

Israeli tanks move

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 26 (R). — Israeli peace ca- 
mpaigners formed a 20 -km 
human chain through Jerusal- 
em today to pass along a pet- 
ition urging Prime Minister Me- 
nachem Begin to modify his 
hardline peace policies. 

Men, women and children of 
tiie Peace Now movement join- 
ed the line stretching from 
the hills outside the city to 
the gates of Mr. Begin’s office. 
Organisers claimed up to 

4,000 people, waving banners 
which said "peace now is not a 
dream,” took part in the dem- 
onstration. 

The Peace Now movement 
was founded four weeks ago by 
a group of young officers in 
the army reserve. Their objec- 
tive is to persuade Mr. Begin 
to seize a chance for peace by 
compromising on such issues 
as Israeli withdrawal from the 
West Bank. 

One of the officers at the 
head of the movement, Zali 
Reshef, told Reuter: This de- 
monstration is part of a series 
of actions we are taking to 
make the government change 
its priorities and opt for peace 
rather than a greater Israel.” 

A petition signed by 12,000 
people was passed from hand 
to hand along the chain. 

The organisers also claimed 
to have 60,000 signatures on 
postcards being delivered sep- 
arately. 

The postcards read: “Mr. 


Prime Minister. I am writing Strip. 


to you about peace, knowing 
the grave responsibility you 
cany. You represent me and 
the whole of Israel In the cur- 
rent attenpt to bring peace 
-- now. 

"I urge you not to endanger 
peace by further settlement On 
occupied Arab land), don’t take 
a path from which there is 
no return. I love IsraeL I wa- 
nt peace now.” 

The signatures were collec- 
ted fa an intensive campaign 
of street comer canvassing 
this month. 

The officers’ movement has 
aroused strong opposition in- 
side Israel. A rival group cal- 
led the “secure peace” move- 
ment, embracing many stron- 
gly nationalistic factions, has 
staged demonstrations urging 
resistance to what <t regards 
as dangerous concessions. 

As the human chain formed 
up, with each member a few 
metres apart police watched 
for counter demonstrations fr- 
om groups such as the ultra- 
nationalistic Gush Fmimim se- 
ttler movement. 

"Better peace than territo- 
ry,” some of the banners read. 

The demonstration came at 
a time when, with Foreign Mi- 
nister Mo she Dayan again fa 
Washington, peace prospects 
are again at a critical phase.

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The genius of 
Jimmy Carter 

The controversy that grows daily over the plans 
of the Carter administration to sell a package of war- 
planes to Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Israel must be 
watched very closely, because it contains the seeds 
of an awesome historical shift in the balance of pow- 
er between American and Israeli interests in Washing- 
ton. Our guess is that President Carter is moving along 
an ingenious course of action, and we hope he suc- 
ceeds. As we see it, he decided several months ago to 
stare down the Israeli lobby in the United States, and 
he chose this plane package as his test case. Both 
President Carter and Secretary of State Vance have 
said that the plane sales are a package that will pass 
or not pass through the Congress as such -- that 
Israel will not get its planes without the two Arab 
states getting theirs. For reasons of prestige, credibil- 
ity and tactical firmness, that package deal aspect of 
the matter has to be maintained, and Mr. Carter is 
sticking to his original intentions even in the face of 
the mounting public opposition that is being heard in 
the United States. In short, the pro-Israeli lobby has 
threatened to destroy the package deal, and Mr. Car- 
ter has accepted the lobby’s challenge. 

The key to this test of nerves is not in who wins 
the contest, because it is likely that the package will 
be defeated as it is. The key, rather, is in what hap- 
pens after the package is defeated. And what happens 
then is that Egypt and Saudi Arabia, get their planes 
from other sources, of which there are many. But 
Israel is left empty-handed, having denied itself the 
planes it sought because of the destructive forces of 
its own lobbying friends in Congress. 

Israel has never been in such a situation before. 
| Mr. Carter has effectively turned the Israeli lobby’s 
! force against Israel itself, and he deserves a very big 
|pat on the back from everyone for doing so. Our only 
worry is that he may not be able to stand up to the 
pressure and he may back down at the last moment. 
We hope he doesn’t do so. He has a master coup in 
the making, and we hope he finds the fortitude to 
; cany it through. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT newspaper Wednesday gave prominence to His 
Majesty King Hussein’s recent speeches and press interviews 
in which he warned against Israel’s ambitions in occupied Arab 
lands. 

It notes that in his meeting with the officers of 12th Roy- 
al Mechanised Division the King stressed that Israel is still pla- 
nning to realise the idea of an alternative homeland for the 
Palestinians. 

AL Ra'i also notes that the King referred to the slackness 
in U.S. and West European effort to confront Israel from a 
strong and serious position that would ensure the implementa- 
tion of U.N. resolutions. 

The positions of Israel, the U.S. and Europe will not change 
unless the Arab position changes and the Arabs become united 
and strong, the paper says. Therefore, it adds, the Arabs ougbt 
to close their ranks and build up their own strength* 

"We in Jordan, who have been and still are a principal 
target of Israel's designs, rre called upon to redouble our eff- 
orts to develop and strong -hen the potential embodied in the 
Jordanian army, the vanguard of all Arab armies in the greater 
Arab homeland." 

AL DUSTOUR, focusses on die National Consultative Co- 
uncil’s reply to King Hussein’s address at the council's open- 
ing session Monday. It singles out in particular the council’s 
pledge to cooperate with the government through constructive 
and objective dialogue in the service of the people’s best intere- 
st and out of loyalty to the throne. 

The newspaper strongly echoes the King’s ardent call on 
the Arab leaders to work as one because "time, which is flee- 
ting away, will not allow any more discord and differences.”

Money lenders retreat as J CO moves to 


help Jordan’s 


well off smallholders 


This is the first of a three-part series in which the Jordan 
Times investigates cooperatives, both agricultural and 
non-agricultural, in Jordan. Todays article looks in par- 
ticular at the work of the Jordan Cooperative Organisa- 
tion (JCO).

AMMAN, April 26. - The money 
lenders are on the retreat “ 
Jordan they have tradifaonaUy 
had a powerful gnp on village 
fanners. They st>U provide ab- 
out half the cash mput that 
is needed every agricultural 
season. But, according to Mr. 
Marwan Du din who Di- 

rector General of the Jordan 

Cooperative Organisation. 

(JCO) until his recent appo- 
intment as an ambassador, the 
money leaders’ rates have be- 
come more reasonable of late. 
“Some of them are not the 
sharks they were five or six 
years ago”, Mr. Dudin said. 

Much of the credit for this 
is claimed by the JCO. Weal- 
thy farmers have for a long 
tim e been able to go and bor- 
row money from commercial 
banks. The peasant on the oth- 
er hand has not. He is an 
unattractive customer for a 
hanfc and in any case he 
probably lacks the education 
to make out a request for a 
loan. 

The JCO does not close its 
doors to the well-off but it 
does offer most help to the 
small fanner. The organisation 
provides liim with low-inter- 
est credit; it helps him make 
out his requests for fu nd s; it 
offers advice on improving his 
agricultural techniques and It 
helps him buy and sell his 
goods on favourable terms. 

The JCO does not just occ- 
upy itself with the fanner. It 
also orovides credit and ser- 
vices for the artisan, the civil 
servant or die housewife. 
There are now in fact more 
than 43,000 people in Jordan 
who are members of cooperat- 
ives. The movement started 
here in 1962, with the setting 
up of agricultural credit and 
thrift societies. The number' 
of cooperatives grew- fest, -ff 
a little chaotically, up until 
1967, when 60 per cent of 
than were lost with the West 
Bank in the war. So in 1968 


a new start was made and the 
JCO came into existence 

Independent of g o vern m ent 

Unlike many cooperative 
organisations in the develop- 
ing world, the JCO is indepen- 
dent of the government. It is 
something more like a charte- 
red company. There are three 
different parts to it. First 
there is the Cooperative Bank, 
which now has outstanding lo- 
ans of around JD 3 million 



and 12,000 accounts. Then 
there is a section which deals 
with agricultural sales. It buys 
plastic sheeting, fertilizer, ma- 
chinery and the like and then 
sells thorn off at less than ma- 
rket orices to cooperative me- 
mbers. Finally, there is file 
sector which is responsible 
for the registration and pro- 
motion of cooperatives. 

“The philosophical core of 
the JCO,” Mr. Dudin said, “is 
the free economy*’. Leaders of 
the cooperative movement are 
certainly not class warriors, 
but they believe that their or- 
ganisation does have a role 
to play in keeping a “social 
balance”, and thus in “creat- 
ing more stable communities”, 
as Mr. Dudin put it. 

"D you look at it, you find 
that’ this phenomenon (of the 
co imperative movement) is one 
that-may be very difficult 
evaluate in terms of cash, but 
in it you feel that healthier 
attitudes are being created"

and that it is helping to dist- 
ribute the benefits of economic 
development more widely, Mr. 
Dudin said. 

The JCO is aiming not just 
to provide credit, but also to 
create self-reliant economic 
communities. The money le- 
nder often did all his business 
with a little black book, ar- 
ranging for the sale of his 
clients crop as well as provid- 
ing him with credit and the 
farmer was given little chan- 
ce to check that his interests 
were being looked after. But 
by operating through the JCO 
the peasant can become “a Ut- 
ile bit of an accountant”. Mo- 
re than that, the cooperative 

society to which he belongs 
will in time build up its own 
reserves of capital to the stage 
where it is “bankable” in its 
own right and no longer de- 
pendant on special credit ins- 
titutions. 

This is a process, which is 
expected to take 10 to 12 years. 
"The communists say we can- 
not wait for tills developm- 
ent”. Mr. Dudin explained, but 
in Jordan the pace is deter- 
mined by the benefits that 
file farmer can see for him- 
self from voluntary coopera- 
tion. 

High repayment figures 

Officials at the JCO say th- 
at rt is important that coope- 
rative members should fed th- 
ey are running their own af-' 
fairs and are not being coerced 
by the government The Coo- 
perative Bank, which increas- 
ed its operations four fold bet- 
ween 1974 and 1976 (when the 
latest figures were available).

boasts impressively high re- 
payment figures. Most coop- 
erative societies in the deve- 
loninc world would expect to 
have about half their loans 
paid back on time. Here the 
figure is 88 per cent. There 
are good reasons for this. The 
cooperatives in Jordan are re - 
sponsible for putting in req.- 
uests for loans, but they are 
responsible for collecting 
the repayments. When credit 
is arranged on a communal 
basis there are strong so ci a l 
pressures to pay up on time. 
The JCO feels that coopera- 
tive members are th® best dfr 
bt-colleciors and policemen 
you hope to find. 

The Cabinet has recently 
set uo a special committee to 
look into the relations betwe- 
en the JCO and the Jordan' 
Valiev Fanners Association 
(JVFA). Both organisations 
perform more or less the sa- 
me functions, but the JVFA 
has remained independent of 
the JCO. Institutional loyalt- 
ies have probably stopped 
them from working together 
more effectively, in the past, 
but there Is also a philosophi- 
cal conflict between the two. 

All the farmers in the Jor- 
dan Valley must belong to the 
JVFA. who have organised th- 
eir branches in line with the 
agricultural zones that they 
have marked out In the val- 
ley. But there are also coope- 


ratives in the region which 
came under the JCO umbrel- 
la. Their membership Is not 
compulsory and their bound- 
aries are determined not so 
much by agricultural strategy 
as bv who can get on with 
whom. 

At the moment the Jordan 
Valiev farmers can seU any- 
thing they grow, but when 
fiie area under cultivation tr- 
iples — as it will with In the 
next few veara, -- there will 
have to be more careful zon- 
ing, so that everybody Is not 
growing the same crop. JCO 
officials fed that government 
legislation a ton e will not wont 
that it is only coopera- 
tives acting freely in their 
own interests that can apply 
the necessary discipline over 
their members. 

Granting fast 

Whether or not the JVFA 
is merged with it in the fu- 
ture the JCO seems likely to 
go on gro wing fast The Bri- 
tish, and more recently the 
Ger mans, have provided loans 
to tha Cooperative Bank wor- 
th altogether JD 2J2 million. 
atw* cooperative membership 
has been growing at the rate 
of about 30 per cent a year. 

So. how fast is the move, 
merit likelv to grow in the 
future? The answer to that 
d epends on the polities which 


are adopted. Mr. Dudia data* 
that the JCO could both ran 
at a comfortable surplus and 
greatlv e xpand its financial 
operations If ft timed its sejw 
vices to the direction of peo- 
ple with money. But this is 
not the priority, ft Is exactly 
those oeoDto who an a bad 
risk In financial terms who 
benefit most from the coop*, 
rati vet system. 

But this leaves the organisa- 
tion short of money, and fc 
cannot hope to gain new me- 
mbers unless it can offer th- 
em loans. Despite Its expand, 
ing credit facilities, interest 
on loans (sometimes as low u 
four per cent end zarely above 
seven! does not cover the 
JCO's running costs. And 
what’s more, over the past 
few vears the government has 
not provided the subsidies 
which it bad promtoed. 

So the JCO is left with 
a dilemma. Should it balance 
Its books and enlarge Its fun- 
ds? Or should It instead con- 
centrate Its efforts on fiie lea 
well-off and put uo with the 
painfully slow progress tow- 
ard economic self-reliance that 
this involves?

Conference at (I. of J. tackles 
impact of demographic changes 
on social, economic development

AMMAN, April 26 — A two- 
day conference on demography 
and social change started at 
the University of Jordan to- 
day. 

Organised by the National 
Planning Council in cooperati- 
on with the University of Jor- 
dan and the Royal Scientific 
Society, the conference will di- 
scuss papers dealing mainly 
with the impact of demograph- 
ic changes on the social and 
economic development of Jor- 
dan and vice-versa. Two of 
these papers are by professors 
at the University of Jordan 
and the others are by visiting 
guests from Egypt. 

The aim of the gathering, 
conference chairman Dr. Kamel 
Abu Jaber told the Jordan Ti- 
mes, is to study social and 
economic trends in Jordan and 
review them with particular 
reference to their implications 
for present population growth 
and education planning. 

Dr. Abu Jaber is Dean of the 
Faculty of Economic and Com- 
merce and director of the Po- 
pulation Studies Centre at the 
University of Jordan. 

He went onto say: 'In ma- 
ny developing countries -- and 
this is particularly true of Jor- 
dan, where something like 50 
per cent of the population is 
under 15 - - one of the major 
concerns of planners is acco- 
modating and educating such 
a large percentage of young 
people when there is a relati- 
vely small adult work force.” 

The first paper, presented 
by Dr. Sami Qassaneh, an as- 
sistant professor in the Facu- 
lty of Education at the Unive- 
rsity of Jordan, outlined basic 
present population trends in 
Jordan and the current situati- 
on In education planning. 

Following this Dr. Nadia 
Makari, Professor of Economic 
and Political Science at the 
University of Cairo, a speciali- 
st in statistics, presented an 
important paper discussing de- 


mographic models and educa- 
tional planning programmes 
already applied in Egypt The 
ensuing discussion, which took 
up most of the rest of the day, 
was about how these models 
and plans could be modified 
and applied to Jordan. 

The Director of Finance at 
the National Planning Council, 
Mr. Salem Ghawi, sees the co- 
nference as a kind of “demog- 
raphy workshop". He hopes 
that Jordan can benefit from 
the experiences of other coun- 
tries such as Egypt- Hence 
the importance of Dr. Makari's 
contribution. 

The conference, he said, will 
also try to evaluate some of 
the objectives of the current 
five vear plan, and there is 
a possibility that >t could pro- 
ve of value in drawing up the 
next five year plan which will 
begin in 1980. 

The conference is being at- 
tended by representatives from 
various bodies in Jordan con- 
cerned with population and pl- 
anning, such as the Departme- 
nt of Social Welfare, the Mi- 
nistries of Labour, Health and 
Education, the armed Forces, 
the Royal Scientific Society, 
Yarmouk University, UNDP, 
UNRWA, USAID, the medical 
association and of course peo- 
ple from the National Plann- 
ing Council and the Population 
Studies Centre at the Univer- 
sity of Jordan. 

This is only a local confere- 
nce dealing specifically with 
issues relevant for Jordan's de- 
velopment, and does not expe- 
ct to forward any formal reco- 
mmendations as such to a hig- 
her body. The information ac- 
cumulated during the two da- 
ys of discussion will, however, 
be disseminated throughout the 
appropriate authorities in Jord- 
an for their use in future plan- 
ning and policy making. 

At tomorrows session. Dr. 
Haitham Hourani, Professor of 
Economics at the University 
of Jordan, will present a review 
of the relationship between de- 
mographic factors and develo- 


pment in Jordan. This will be 
followed by a paper on long- 
range development planning by 
Dr. Mohammad Ismail, an ass- 
istant professor at Cairo’s Al 
Azhar University, who is rep- 
resenting the American Unive- 
isity of Cairo at the conferen- 
ce.

delays Carter's 
tax cuts plan 


WASHINGTON, April 26 
(AP). — The U.S. Senate has 
voted tentatively to delay for 
three months a $25 billion 
U.S. income tax reduction re- 
commended by President Jim- 
my Carter. 

In what apparently was a 
show of concern about inflation 
the Senate yesterday went on 
record. 65-22, against having 
the tax cut take effect on 
Oct. I Carter contends that the 
tax cut is needed to sustain 
the growth of the United Sta- 
tes economy. 

However, the senators agre- 
ed with the Senate Budget 
Committee that the tax cut 
be delayed until Jan. 1, 1979, 
in order to hold down the go- 
vernment deficit and reduce the 
threat of further inflation. 

At this point, the Senate's 
action is not a rejection of the 
specific tax cut proposed by 


Carter. But it indicates that 
sentiment for a smaller tax 
cut -- and a smaller federal 
deficit to avoid worsening in- 
flation -- has apparently sp- 
read from the House of Repre- 
sentatives to the Senate. 

The Senate vote, in effect, 
endorsed a tax cut of no more 
than $19.4 bfllion. While Carter 
originally sought a $25 billion 
net t&x reduction, economists 
now calculate the size of the 
package at just under $24 bil- 
lion. 

The vote on the tax recom- 
mendation came as the Senate 
continued writing a prelimin- 
ary federal budget for fiscal 
1979, the 12 months that be- 
gin next Oct 1. In two days 
of debate, the Senate has ac- 
cepted without change the spe- 
nding and taxing limits recom- 
mended by the Budget Commit- 
tee.

Saudi Arabia had also signed a $100 min f on agreement 
with the United States for a five-year solar research, prog- 
ramme, he said. 


U.S. official expects better economic 
activity but continuing inflation 


WASHINGTON. April 26 
(AP). — U.S. Federal Reserve 
Chairman G. William Miller 
has predicted a surge of eco- 
nomic activity this spring in 
the United States but caution- 
ed that inflation will continue 
to be a serious problem. 

Miller told the U.S. Senate 
Banking Committee yesterday 
the economy should grow at a 
rate of about 6.5 to 7 per cent 
in the second quarter after de- 
clining 0.6 per cent in the first 
three months of the year.

He blamed rising wave 
rates, governmental program- 
me and the falling value of 
the dollar overseas for the 
inflationary spiral. 

Miller strongly supported 
U.S. President Jimmy Cart- 


er's anti- infla tion programme, 
which is intended to get both 
business and labour to hold 
down increases voluntarily. 

‘The Federal Reserve will 
play its pait in supporting the 
president's initiative by ex- 
ercising appropriate restraint 
in the provision of bank re- 
serves, credit and money," he 
said. 

Miller predicted an inflation 
rate of from 6 3/4 to 7 1/4 
per cent this year. 

Sen. William Proxmire, Ba- 
nking Committee Chairman, 
said he doubted the Federal 
Reserve was acting wisely in 
forcing interest rates up. Mil- 
ler said, however, that such 
moves were needed to stem 
inflation.

Nairobi gets a big new airport to 
cope with expanding trade, tourism 


To cope with Kenya’s expanding international trade 
and ever-increasing tourist visitors, a £30 m. new air- 
port has been opened near Nairobi. The airport will be 
able to handle up to seven times the traffic for which 
the old one was planned, and its design is unique in 
Africa.

LONDON, (F.T.) — Nairobi's 
new £30 m. (sterling) aiiport 
has opened for business. It is 
oo prestige project. Rather it 
was built by a developing na- 
tion as a key factor in Its de- 
velopment strategy. 

It was planned a long time 
ago with future air traffic in- 
mind. Work started in 1973. 
It was delayed for 15 months 
due to escalating costs at a 
timo of inflation. The first pl- 
ane took off from the new 
runway on March 14th. 

Situated a mile or so from 
the old Embakazi Airport on 
- the vast flat plains outside 
Nairobi, the semi-circular pas- 
senger and cargo terminal is 
unique in Africa and like only 
two others in the world. 

The new passenger terminal 
is seven times as large and 
dwarfs the old terminal. The 
central building rises to five 
floors, and the control tower 
has eighteen storeys. Its hor- 
seshoe apron is capable of ac- 
commodating ten Boeing 747 
Jumbos or 13 Boeing 707s at 
one time 

Vital to big business 

Government thinking b ehin d 
this superb airport was that 
Nairobi has become a cross- 
roads for businessmen, diplo- 
mats and official visitors fly- 
ing north, south, east and 
west. Some 90 per cent of all 
travellers to Kenya come by 
air. A good aiiport is vital 
to the big business economy. 

It is also specially impor- 
tant to Kenya’s burgeoning 
tourist trade. In 1977 tourist 
receipts totalled a record £50 
m, greater than any single ex- 
port except coffee The old 
airport, tired and inefficient 
though it was, handled 1.5 m. 
passengers a year at the end 
of its long life. In 1960 it 
handled only 250,000 passen- 
gers. 

The new airport is designed 
to baB{Ue^:lj2pO departing and 
1200 arriving passengers eve- 
ry hour. 

It is Kenyan fantasy that 
the master plan for the air- 
port provides for three addit- 
ional terminals to handle 12 
m passengers a year. 

Finance for the aiiport ca- 
me from the World Bank’s 
$29 m_ loan; the Kenya gov- 
ernment has found the rest. 


The master plan was created 
by Britain’s Sir Alexander 
Gibb and Partners (Africa). 
The main contractor was the 
Italian firm Sogene. Waagner- 
Biro of Austria supplied the 
200 xn. tons of steel construc- 
tion. A large number of sub- 
contractors were involved. It 
is thus a truly international 
enterprise. 

Aiiport features 

Among the many remarka- 
ble features of the airport is 
the GEC/Elliott information 
system. All over the terminal 
there are illuminated flight 
information display boards, 
controlled by a computer and 
a teleprinter. 

Four mobile air bridges for 
passengers are designed to 
serve low and high passenger 
capacity aircraft up to the si- 
ze of the Boeing 747. 


There are three aprons, for 
cargo carrying jumbos and 
Boeing 707*3, overseas passen- 
ger planes and for smaller pl- 
anes on local flights. 

Obviously not forgotten was 
a plush state pavilion for vi- 
siting heads of state and other 
dignitaries. 

The airport has four banks, 
two with branches in other 
parts of the complex, duty 
free shops galore, a post offi- 
ce equipped with rented mail 
boxes, some six car parks and 
taxi ranks, and a series of fine 
restaurants, cafeteria and bars. 

A new dual carriageway 
brings traffic to the airport 
from Nairobi, and there is a 
separate road for trucks from 
the cargo terminal to indust- 
rial sites in the city. 

To build this aiiport was 
one thing; it was another th- 
ing to move people and equip- 
ment from the old airport wi- 
thout time wasting confusion. 

It was all done in six hours 
on the morning of March 14, 
All flight operations were st- 
opped as customs, immigrati- 
on, police, health and airline 
officials moved four miles to 
the new airport. By lunch- 
time a Kenya Airways Boeing 
707 had taken off for India, 


ihe first plane to leave the 
airport. 

Nairobi Airport serves 30 
international airlines, many of 
which have offices In the com- 
plex. Almost all the big Eu- 
ropean carriers call, one Am- 
erican carrier and 40 per cent 
of all African carriers. British 
Airways serves Johannesburg, 
El Ai survives for regular fli- 
ghts to Israel. There is also 
a proliferation of charter and 
freight services. There are 

connections to 70 cities, with 
traffic flying north, south, east 
and west of Nairobi. 

Three hundred miles to the 
south, at Mombasa, centre of 
Kenya’s holiday coast, anoth- 
er new Internationa] airport. 

was recently opened at a cost 
of £15 m- 

Not only in Mombasa an 
increasingly important trade 
centre, with a flourishing port, 
but thousands of international 
tourists are flown direct there, 
bypassing Nairobi. It takes 
Jumbos and Boeing 707*s, wh- 
it* mostly bring package tou- 
rs in from West Germany, 
Switzerland and Italy. The 
new terminal can handle 550 
passengers an hour.

Britain’s nuclear 


generates 


energy industry 
the wrong kind of heat 


The debate about Britain’s future use of nuclear 
energy continues - - sometimes with so much heat and 
confusion that at one stage of the public inquiry, “one 
opponent was seen to bury his head in despair as one 
of his fellow opponents effectively demolished the case 
of another.”

LONDON. (F.T.) — Early in 
April the government laid be- 
fore parliament a Special De- 
velopment Order granting per- 
mission for the building of a 
new chemical plant for re- 
processing spent nuclear fuel,

sion affecting the nuclear in- 
dustry the government have 
taken in 1978, following one 
late in January, on further 
expansion of Britain’s nuclear 
electricity capacity. 

At a dinner on the nuclear 
industry campus at Risley, 
Cheshire, recently Lord Silsoe 
Q.C., the barrister whose case 


on behalf of British Nuclear 
Fuels had been accepted al- 
most completely by the Ins- 
pector at the Windscale Inq- 
uiry, gave both the nuclear 
industry and its opponents 
some timely advice. This ad- 
vice may be worth repeating 
at a time when some aggriev- 
ed opponents of nuclear, power 
are threatening to escalate 
the nuclear debate into a 
“war” sooner than see the 
company proceed with plans 
to import up to 3,000 tons of 
spent nuclear fuel from Eu- 
rope and Japan over the next 
ten years. 

Objectors to the Windscale 
reprocessing project who we- 
re genuinely seeking more in- 
formation about nuclear plans 


to ameliorate their fears or 
worries should not see the re- 
port of Judge Parker, publish- 
ed early In Marcb, as a crush- 
ing deteat, said Lord Silsoe. 
No-one knows better how fr- 
om witnesses brought before 
the inquiry by the opponents 
themselves -- some of high 
academic standing - - he had 
drawn clear admissions of the 
validity of most of the 13 
points listed in the inspector’s 
report in favour of proceed- 
ing with the project. 

An example was Professor 
Albert Wobstetter of the Un- 
iversity of Chicago, brought 
from the U.S. by Friends of 
the. Earth. as an expert on the 
politics of nuclear weapon pr- 
oliferation and a technical ad- 
viser to the U.S. government 
Professor Wohstetter was a 
principal witness in a case 
which rested heavily on the 
alleged heightened dangers 
from nuclear proliferation if 
Windscale were to be approv- 
ed.

erating nuclear power stations 
would need some reprocessing 
capacity, somewhere, to safe- 
guard against certain problems 
that might arise with nuclear 
fueL His own government had 
foreswore reprocessing. But 
both Britain and France, he 
conceded, as nuclear weapon 
states were suitable locations 
for reprocessing plants for 
this purpose. 

U.S. nuclear polity 

The U.S. has produced au- 
thoritative suggestions, both 
before and since the Wind- 
scale report was published, 
that the British . government 
and the Windscale Inquiry 
had been “misinformed” about 
U.S. anti-proliferation policy. 
President Carter has just sig- 
ned the Nuclear Non-Prolife- 
ration Bill, which has been 
almost a year gestating; 15,000 
words of convoluted legal 
prose which, say lawyers, can 
be viewed in two ways. It 
can be seen to contain enough 
equivocation to effectively bl- 
ock all international nuclear 
trading by thg U.S.. Or it can 
be seen to contain enough lo- 
opholes for a good lawyer to 
find one for every U.S. nuc- 
lear transaction. 

Nevertheless, both the U.K. 
government and Judge Parker 
himself believe that they see 
U.S. nuclear policy very cle- 
arly as trying to establish th- 
at separated plutonium -- a 
by-product of spent nuclear 
fuel --is evil, but that other 
potential routes to nuclear 
explosives such as uranium 
enrichment are acceptable. 
And both believe U.S. policy 
to be wrong in this matter. 

In making their case for the 
new U.K. reprocessing plant, 
witnesses from British Nucle- 
ar Fuels have been “expert, 
reasonable -- and right," said 
Lord Silsoe. They had given 
only a few months to prepare 
their public case for the £600 
million project. If they had 
not been doing their job pro- 
perly, they would certainly 
have had no time to put it 
right once the government an- 
nounced that it was calling 
the plans in for the inquiry. 

Arguments rejected 

What some opponents of 
the project seem to have fou- 
nd it hardest to accept from 
their public statements since 
the report was published, is 


that the judge should have re- 
jected all 17 arguments they 
raised against the project. Th- 
eir chagrin took perhaps its 
most extreme form in the cri- 
tic who argued that the Par- 
ker report offered no dialog- 
ue. It “gives no credit to the 
groups and people that, at gr- 
eat personal cost, mounted 
the public debate Labour cal- 
led for.” 

But the opponents of Wind- 
scale are no more agreed to- 
day on which of the 17 arg- 
ument'; raised against Wind- 
scale the fudge should have 
accepted as justified than 
when, early in the inquiry, 
one opponent was seen to 
bury his head in despair as 
one of his fellow opponents 
effectively demolished the ca- 
se of another. 

Lord Silsoe also had some 
timely advice for the nuc- 
lear industry’, as well as for 
its opponents. When he sa- 
id that, had BNFL not pre- 
pared its case properly, it wo- 
uld have had no time to put 
it right, he was also warning 
the industry of the risks to 
its plans of undertaking pub- 
lic inquiries less than fully 
prepared. 

More public inquiries 

Two more public inquiries 
into nuclear projects -- for 
the first big pressurised wa- 
ter reactor and the first big 
fast breeder reactor (CFR 1)

Was Korean plane deliberately 
sent to test Soviet defence? 


LONDON, April 26 (Agencies) 
— A writer in Britain’s Com- 
munist daily newspaper said 
today that the South Korean 
airliner forced down in the 
Soviet Union last week could 
have been deliberately direc- 
ted there by Western intelli- 
gence to find out how Soviet 
defences work. 

Dr. John Baruch, an astro- 
physicist at Leeds University, 
wrote in the Cbmmunist daily 
Morning Stan "What every 
hostile nation needs to know 
is how its enemies* defences 
work.” Although satellites can 
take photographs, “a very 
great deal indeed” could be 
teamed "by sending an aero- 
plane unannounced on a direct 
route from northern Green- 
land to Murmansk,” reportedly 
a vast military complex, Bar- 
uch said. 

He said defence systems are 
run bv big computers because 
the systems cover a large 
area and work very quickly, 
since a rocket takes only se- 
ven minutes to travel from 
Greenland to Murmansk. As 
well as interpreting the ra- 
dars the computers control 
and direct them and the fig- 
hter defence as well, he said.

Healthy exports obscure South Africa’s 
sad economic and political situation

LONDON, (F.T.) — The South 
African budget showed once 
again that the economy is po- 
werful enough to withstand 
external political pressures, at 
least for the Lime being. Min- 
ister of Finance Owen Hor- 
wood, advised by the astute 
Deputy Governor of the Res- 
erve Bank. Dr. Gerhard de 
Keck, and Secretary for Fin- 
ance Dr. Joep de Loor, has 
made a determined effort to 
show the world that South 
Africa is still a trustworthy 
debtor and profitable investm- 
ent area. 

But in the past two years 
his economic advisers must 
have been influenced by the 
Angola war, developments in 
Rhodesia and Namibia, riots, 
the death of Steve Biko and 
the economic consequences of 
the insensitive Minister of Ju- 
stice. Mr. Jimmy Kruger. They 
are in a position similar to 
corporate treasurers trying to 
put companies in order when 
their salesmen are losing all 
the contracts. 

Conservative policies 

To show international trad- 
ing oartners that the poeti- 
cally- troubled country is eco- 
nomically sound, the South 
African Treasury and Reserve 


Bank have pursued conservat- 
- ive oolides. Money supply 
expanded to well below the 
inflation rate in 1977, and 
government spending was sla- 
shed despite the heavy defe- 
nce burden. 

Mr. Horwood’s team was 
helped by a buoyant gold pri- 
ce, booming diamond sales 
and healthy mineral and ag- 
ricultural exports. The tough 
monetary and fiscal policy 
curbed imports. Not surpris- 
ingly a cheerful Mr. Horwood 
pointed out that the balance 
of payments current account 
turned dramatically around fr- 
om a deficit of $1.9bn. in 1976 
to a surplus of $8 63m. last 
year. 

This dramatic transformati- 
on, however, was dampened 
by an acute shortage of fore- 
ign capital. Net inflow of lo- 
ng term capital declined from 
gl.lbn. in 1976 to $243m. in 
1977. Over and above these 
unhanpy trends, the net out- 
flow of short term capital so- 
ared from $477m. in 1976 to 
$1.2fan. in 1977. 

Senator Horwood said that 
the inflow of long term capi- 
tal fell because quasi-state 
corporations and cities borr- 
owed less and even repaid 
old loans. Similarly, short te- 
rm capital flowed out of the 
country because credits and 
loans were repaid.

From a financial standpoint 
Mr. Horwood is perfectly cor- 
rect Instead of using die mo- 
ney generated from gold and 
diamonds to reflate the econo- 
my, the authorities were for- 
ced to repay loans just to po- 
int out that the economy is 
still strong despite the poli- 
tical troubles. But the imp- 
rovement in the creditworth- 
iness. In financial raher than 
political terms, had its price. 

In die sixties, South Africa 
was one of tbe fastest grow- 
ing economies in the world. 
In 1974, South Africa’s real 
growth rate was seven per 
cent. By 1975 growth was do- 
wn to 25 per cent and by 
1976 it had fallen to 15 per 
cent. Last year the economy 

grew by a mere half a per 
cent despite the excellent per- 
formance of gold and other 
exports. 


In an interview in Cape 
Town. Dr. de Loor spelt out 
the reason. Since World War 
n, the average capital inflow 
from abroad represented three 
per cent of South Africa’s 
gross domestic product (GDP). 
Iu good years the proportion 
was six to seven per cent of 
GDP. The percentages seem 
small, perhaps even insignifi- 
cant. But if this capital dries 
up as It has been doing lately, 
the cost to South Africa is 
a three per cent or more, lo- 
wer growth rate. 

Besides the foreign money. 
South Africa desperately needs 
technical knowhow, manager- 
ial skills and ideas for new 
markets and products. 

With South Africa now ne- 
ar "the bottom of the world’s 
growth table, the results of 
the political scenario are quite 
apparent. Mr. Horwood said 
that black unemployment is 
officially estimated at 634,000. 
12.4 per cent of the econo- 
mically active population. Pr- 
ivate economists feel it might 
be even higher, around a mil- 
lion to 1.5m. 

Increased unemployment 

Unemployment even among- 
st whites increased, but is 
still tiny in comparison with 
the blacks. The Standard Bank 
notes that industry's perform- 
ance was the worst in thirty 
years. Had it not been for the 
mining and agricultural secto- 
r's fortuitous strength, the 
manufacturing slump would 
have pulled South Africa into 
negative growth. 


A swift look at Johannes- 
burg points to some of the 
social consequences. Crime is 
accelerating. Both black and 
white workers in the cities, 
fearful of muggings, keep aw- 
ay from the seedier areas of 
town. 

Mr. Horwood says that al- 
ready there are reflationary 
forces at work. The authori- 
ties intend loosening the mo- 
ney supply, and gold and oth- 
er exports should keep the 
country’s reserves on an even 
keel. In an attempt to get 


the economy moving he redu- 
ced company and mining tax- 
ation marginally and abolished 
a 10 per cent surcharge on 
individual taxation. By intro- 
ducing a sales tax he shifted 
the burden from direct to in- 
direct tax. 

But what a pity! If South 
Africa was free of die political 
problem of apartheid, it would 
be one of the most flourishing 
economies in the world.
